bad in practice, from a moral standpoint, but it is practising a kind of self-robbery. Some will over-charge their city for goods and, then, rim out to set up a cry against high taxes. There i* no justification for 
anyone who practices this kind of robbery—either to the individual himself or to the public in general. It is a. petty, under-handed piece of work and one that will eventually repay with regret. There are al- 
ways thoie in public life who know of this sort of pilfering from the common treasury and, some day, they will Icll. No man ever cdmforlably enjoyed a dollar or object of property secured dishonestly.
